McCann and Barrington looked at each other, 
but neither uttered.a word. Apparently Barrington saw no family resemblance.

Barrington looked searchingly at McCann. There was no emotion apparent in his 
‘xpression. He was quite cool as he eyed the brother of the man whose body was 
qund tn the quarry pond. 

“Not at all,” replied the prisoner; ‘“‘I don't see any resemblance.”’

Comptroller Love, while seated at 
desk in his office, was attacked by Hill, 
who ente unexpectedly and commenced 
firing Tad pistol. After sending two 
bullets | he body of his victim, Iiill 
turned his weapon on himself and iired 
a bullet into his heart. 

The tragedy took place shortly after 10 
o’¢lock. Comptroller Love died at ll. Hill 
dicd a few minutes afterwards. 

Comptroller Love was serving his second 
term. He was elected in 1900 on the Dem- 
scratic ticket. Soon after his going into 
office, in 1901, serious charges were made 
against him, involving allegations of levy- 
ing tribute against the employes of his de- 
partment to defray his campaign ex- 
penses. The exposures led to a legislative 
investigation, which was not satisfactory 
to his opponents, and in the campaign cof 
last year he had to fight hard before the 
Democratic primaries for a renomination.

The Barrington-McCann murder case fur- 
fishes a remarkably close parallel to that 


of Maxwell and Preller in 1885, which was 
the most celebrated murder in the history 
of St. Louis. The points of most impres- 
sive similarity may be summed up as fol- 
lows: 
I. 

Both murderers were Englishmen, travel- 
ing in America. Maxwell, whose real name 
was Hugh Maxwell Brooks, was the son of 
the head-master of a private school At 
Hyde, England, and from his boyhood had 
been Known as a ne’er-do-well. His father 
had sent him to a medical college and he 
had managed to acquire the degree of 
M. D. 

Barrington is the son of a coachman in 
England. His real name is George Freder- 
ick Neville Bartor. In his several aliases, 
he always uses his given name of Fred- 
erick. He is about 10 years older than was 
Maxwell, and has a long criminal career. 

II. 

Both men murdered their best friend. 
Maxwell killed Charles F. Preller, a trav- 
eling salesman for tapestries, whom he met 
in Chicago and followed to St. Louls. He 
assiduously cultivated Preller’s acquaint- 
ance, after learning that his victim had 
some money. 

Barrington became acquainted with 
James P. McCann, a sympathetic sporting 
man, and went to live with him. Maxwell 
and Preller roomed together at the South- 
ern Hotel. Barrington and McCann fre- 
quented the saloons together; so also did 
Maxwell and Preller. 

III. 

Maxwell used his medical diploma to in- 
duce Preller to permit him to administer 
chloroform under pretense of performing a 
surgical operation rendered advisable by 
reason of Preller’s ailments. 

Barrington used his assumption of service 
in thé British army and a consequent pen- 
sion to induce McCann to go with him to 
Bonfils, where he pretended to have found 
friends who would make him a loan on his 
pension papers. Preller was chloroformed 
to death. McCann was shot to death. 

III. 

Both criminals created fictitious stories to 
account for the disappearance of their vic- 
time. Maxwell stuffed Preller’s body into 
a trunk in their room at the Southern, first 
removing the clothing. 

McCann's body, likewise stripped naked, 
was thrown into a quarry pond. 

Maxwell told that Preller had gone away 
on business. Barrington told that McCann 
had a difficulty with some men and women 
and had ‘gone away. 

IV. 

Both criminals showed brazen nonchal- 
ance. Maxwell continued to sleep in the 
room where Preller’s body was hidden. 
Barrington returned to McCann's home and 
lived there,+ his victim’s widow being in 
the same house.

1862, when a Russian ficet visited New 
York. 


Talks of the 
Outlook for Siberia. 


“On an island in Peterhof there is a tree 
that was planted by two Americans, whose 
names I do not for the moment recollect, 
in memory of Washington. My father had 
an inscription placed upon it, and it has 
now grown into a very magnificent tree, 
indeed.”’ 

Changing the subject, we spoke of Sibe- 
ria. I mentioned that there exists a simi- 
larity of conditions between Siberia and 
the western states of America. To this 
his imperial highness agreed, noting the 
physical and economic parallels. 

“But,”” he added, “‘the exploitation of Si- 
beria has become a question of great dif- 
ficulty, since the Russian population is so 
intensely hostile to the imperial govern 
ment. This is due to the fact that large 
fumbers of exiles inhabit the country, the 
majority of them being ordinary criminals. 
There are, however, many highly educated 
students, who, on being deported, natural- 
ly entertained bitter resentment against 
the government. These students were not 
sent to the mines, since the object of their 
deportation was simply to remove them 
from the center of agitation in Russia. 

“The population of Siberia is extremely 
industrious and becoming very wealthy. I 
myself have traveled through a part of 
Siberia and have noted the condition of 
thousands of the inhabitants. 

“Rut the effect of the hostility with which 
therimperial government is regarded is to 
hinder to some extent the development of

‘“TolstoL is a great artist,’’ replied his 
highness, “and a great writer, but his 
philosophy and his ideas of government 
are impracticable. His influence will be 
only temporary. After his death he will 
be read merely as literature, but his 
political theories will exercise no further 
influence.”’ 

“Why does not 
steps to check the 
dectrines?’

path opened for the entrance of the World 
and Post-Dispatch correspondent into the 
presence of an autocrat of Russia. 


Portrait of This 


Simple Autocrat. 

A few days ago the grand duke arrived 
at Homburg to drink the famous water 
and undergo the regulation cure attended 
by a single aid-de-camp. He occupies a 
suite of rooms in Ritter Hotel, which al- 
ready had been made famous by the visits 
of the King of England. He is living prac- 
tically incognito, dressing simply, going 
about freely on foot, abolishing all cer- 
emony, feeling secure in the very absence 
of recognition. 

When I was ushered into the plainly 
furnished sitting room a man was sitting 
at a desk in a corner writing. Instantly 
he arose and advanced, holding out his 
hand in cordial greeting. As we clasped 
hands I saw a fine specimen of the typical 
campaigning soldier, vigorous in action, 
clear in eye, strong in muscle, and, as the 
English say, ‘‘hard as nails.”’

Capt. Paul Boynton, well known in 
aquatic circles as having swum the Eng- 
lish channel and taken part in various 
other feats of daring by land and sea, is 
& guest at the Planters’ Hotel. 

Capt. Boynton has just returned from a 
European tour, and is in the city to in- 
terest the local athictic clubs and the 
World’s Fair officials in an international 
rowing race which he expects to ar 
to take place on the river here during the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition opening. 

Mr. Boynton held a conference with Sec- 
retary Genslinger of the Missouzi Athletic 
Club immediately on his arrival here, and 
succeeded in getting the interest of that 
official worked up.

Mr. oynten states he will be able 
to secure the entry of crews from Eng- 
land and France surely and from other 
countries probably in case the favor of 
the authorities is given to the scheme. 

The World's Fair authorities have al- 
ready practically lent their support to a 
regatt 
Fair—that of the National Association of 
Amateur Oarsmen. This event is vir- 
tually pledged to take place here in 1904 
and is the big aquatic event of the year 
in amateur rowing circles. 

It is probable that the international 
regatta will take place in connection 
with this affair, provided it is put 
through.

THE PLEA OF SURRENDER. 

The Republic, taking the statement of the Post-Dispatch that 
the bridge tolls of the Terminal Railroad Association probably 
amount to about $8,000,000 a year, says that it is folly to 
attempt to induce the railroads to abolish so rich a tribute 
and therefore, as the railroads will not yield their special 
bridge tax for the loop bill, St. Louis should give them the 
loop franchise and the levee property for nothing. 

This is certainly the most remarkable plea in behalf of a 
wealthy and powerful franchise |monopoly ever put into print. 
In effect the argument is that the monopoly tax on St, Louis 
commerce {s so large and the monopoly is making so much out 
of St. Louis that St. Louis ought to give up to it everything 
that the monopoly wants, free.of cost. In short, we are help- 
less in t@ hands of the terminal monopoly, whose pluckings are 
now so rich that there is nothing left for us to do but give it a 
free hand to take what it pleases. 

The Post-Dispatch credits the people of St. Louis and the 
House of Delegates with the possession of more sense and more 
spirit than to be deceived by this final and absurd argument of 
he!pJessness and cowardice. St. Louis cannot accept this plea ip 
behalf of a throttling terminal njonopoly without admitting a 
lack of intelligence and courage, | which would deserve oppres- 
sion. 

The greater the tribute levied upon St. Louis by the terminal 
monopoly the greater the necessity to strive for its abatement. 
The greater the power of the monopoly the more imperative the 
duty of St. Louis to withstand it} and to refuse to strengthen 
or enrich the combine, unless it will abate its special tax levies 
and guarantee protection to St. Louis commerce.
